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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 1 1/13/03 and refers to 
the first Office action mailed 9/12/03. 

2. Claims 4, 5, 14 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The issue between claims 4 and 5 is that in one 25 °C is considered to be room 
temperature, while in the other it is considered to be a temperature to which the carrier is 
heated. Contrary to applicants' assertion, claim 4 does not require a change in 
temperature, but instead only requires maintaining at a given temperature in the range 
recited. 

It is not clear what the difference is between claims 14 and 21; the latter claim 
only narrows the temperature range of the former and hence its subject matter is 
subsumed by the latter. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 14, 15 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Razavi I as cited in and for the reasons of record given in the first 
Office action. 

5. Claims 1-12, 14, 15 and 18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Razavi I as cited in and for the reasons of record given in the previous 
Office action. 
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6. Claims 1-12 and 14-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Razavi I in view of Razavi II as cited in and for the reasons of record 
given in the previous Office action. 

New claims 21 and 22 cover the same matter already rejected in claims 14 and 20 
as noted above. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/13/03 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicants are incorrect in their assertion that Razavi I shows combining the 
support with the metallocene only at 1 5-50 °C. The abstract clearly discloses that the 
support and the metallocene are combined at a temperature of 85- 1 10 °C. It is the 
combination of the metallocene and its activating cocatalyst that takes place at the lower 
temperature range. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented 
in this Office action.
